INTRODUCTION 


The Honourable Frank Miller, Treasurer of Ontario, intro- 
duced The Small Business Development Corporations Act, 
1979 to stimulate private sector investment in small businesses 
and to encourage the development of new enterprises. The 
Act is administered by the Ontario Ministry of Revenue. 


Since July 1, 1979 when the Act came into effect, 125 Small 
Business Development Corporations (SBDCs) have been 
registered. Total issued capital of these corporations is $48.6 
million and investments totalling $34.5 million have been 
committed to small businesses throughout the Province. 


SBDCs are set up solely to direct funds and provide 
business and managerial expertise to eligible small busi- 
nesses. 


Here’s how the program works. Investors ina Small Business 
Development Corporation receive from the Province of 
Ontario a financial incentive equal to 30% of the money 
invested in the SBDC. Financial incentives are given in the 
form of grants to individuals, pension funds, credit unions 
and caisses populaires and in the form of tax credits to 
corporations that purchase equity shares of a Small Business 
Development Corporation. The corporation in turn invests 
money in eligible small businesses. 


The formation of Small Business Development Corporations 
is a private enterprise. They are not government sponsored 
nor are they Crown corporations. Provided that residency 
and incorporation requirements are met, investors may 
establish Small Business Development Corporations through. 
incorporation with the Ministry of Consumer and Commer- 
cial Relations and registration with the Ministry of Revenue. 


Small Businesses 


If you operate a small business, you know how important that 
business is to the economic life of your community. The 
Government of Ontario knows this too, and introduced The 
Small Business Development Corporations Act to encourage 
the continued growth and development of small businesses 
in the Province. 


If your incorporated small business meets the general 
guidelines of the Act, an investment boost may be available 
through Small Business Development Corporations. New 
investment capital could be what you need to stabilize, 
revitalize or expand your business. 


In addition, you may benefit from the business and 
managerial advise provided by the Small Business Develop- 
ment Corporation. You cannot, however, set up your Small 
Business Development Corporation to invest in your own 
small business. 


In order to protect the interests of owners of small 
businesses: 


1. An SBDC cannot purchase more than 49% of the voting 
shares of the small business. 


2. Two or more unrelated SBDCs cannot puchase more 
than 60% of the voting shares of the same small business. 


3. An SBDC cannot obtain the right to nominate a majority 
of the Board of Directors of the small business. 


4. An SBDC must give the other shareholders the right of 
first refusal if an SBDC chooses to sell any of its shares to 
the small business. If these other shareholders of the 
small business do not buy the shares, the SBDC may sell 
the shares to a third party on the same conditions and 
terms as offered to the other shareholders of the small 
business. 


Basic requirements for small business eligibility are listed on 
pages 7 and 8. 


Investments 


If you have money to invest, you may be able to take 
advantage of attractive financial incentives. The Small 
Business Development Corporations Act provides for these 
incentives in the form of grants to individuals, pension funds, 
credit unions and caisses populaires and in the form of tax 
credits to corporations that purchase new equity shares in 
Small Business Development Corporations. 


As with any equity investment, purchase of shares in a Small 
Business Development Corporation entails some risk. An 
investment incentive is offered to investors in part in 
recognition of this risk. Investors are advised to consider the 
risk element and be aware of the degree of risk that may be 
involved. 


If you’re interested in investing in or setting up a Small 
Business Development Corporation, closely examine the 
incentives and qualifications for investors which are outlined 
in this guide. You may find that Small Business Development 
Corporations provide the kind of investments you've been 
looking for. 


INCENTIVES FOR INVESTORS 


Investors receive a financial incentive from the Ontario 
Government in the form of a grant or tax credit equal to 30% 
of the amount they pay for new issues of equity shares in a 
Small Business Development Corporation. Investments can 
be made in more than one Small Business Development 
Corporation. 


There’s no limit on the amount of investment individual or 
corporate investors may make but the total equity capital of 
each Small Business Development Corporation is limited to 
$5 million. If the investor has met the eligibility requirements 
for the program, he will not be asked to return the incentive. 
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Individuals, pension funds, credit unions and caisses 
populaires will receive the incentive in the form of agrant. To 
qualify for a grant, individuals must be ordinarily resident in 
Ontario. A pension fund will be considered to be ordinarily 
resident in Ontario if 10% or more of its contributors are 
considered to be ordinarily resident in Ontario. 


Corporations investing in SBDC’s must be subject to Ontario 
Corporations Tax to benefit from the program. 


As soon as they have paid the Small Business Development 
Corporation in cash for new issues of equity shares, 
investors will receive a Certificate of Investment from the 
Small Business Development Corporation. They may apply 
for a grant or tax credit on application forms provided by the 
Ontario Ministry of Revenue. 


Individuals 


Individual investors must attach the Certificate of Investment 
to their grant application form. After approval of the 
application by the Ministry of Revenue, individual investors 
will receive a cheque for 30% of the amount invested. For 
example, on a $1,000 investment an investor will receive a 
$300 grant. In most cases cheques will be issued within three 
weeks. 


Corporations 


Corporate investors must attach the Certificate of Invest- 
ment to their application form for the 30% tax credit against 
Ontario Corporations Income Tax. When the application is 
approved by the Ministry, the corporation will be notified and 
may adjust its tax instalments accordingly. When the 
corporation files its Ontario CT23 tax return for the fiscal 
year in which its investment is made, a copy of the tax credit 
approval must be attached. 


If the tax credit is not fully used in the year of investment, it 
may be carried backward one year and forward indefinitely 
until exhausted. 


HOW TO FORM A SMALL BUSINESS 
DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION 


Ministry of Revenue program staff will be happy to discuss in 
detail the procedures for incorporation and registration. We 
can also tell you if proposed investments meet program 
requirements. 


Incorporation 


If you are interested in setting up a Small Business 
Development Corporation, apply for incorporation to the 
Ministry of Consumer and Commercial Relations, 555 Yonge 
Street, Toronto. Ministry staff will advise you of incorpora- 
tion requirements. If you prefer, contact Revenue’s Informa- 
tion Centre toll-free for assistance. (See page 12) 
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The proposed Corporation must comply with all provisions 
of The Business Corporations Act. It must either be a new 
corporation or one that has never previously carried on 
business. Its only objects must be to assist in the develop- 
ment of small business by, 


® providing capital through the acquisition and hold- 
ing of securities, and 
@ providing business and managerial expertise. 


The proposed Small Business Development Corporation’s 
equity shares must be without par value and its equity capital 
cannot be less than $100,000 or more than $5 million. 


Registration 


After incorporation, you must file with the Ministry of 
Revenue a certified copy of the articles of incorporation 
along with an Application/Proposal For Registration in 
duplicate. 


When setting up a Small Business Development Corpora- 
tion, you should be aware that The Securities Act of Ontario 
may apply, particularly when you approach other prospec- 
tive investors. 


To ensure compliance with this Act, you must submit with 
your Application/Proposal one of the following: 


® acopy of the final prospectus filed with the Ontario 
Securities Commission and the Commission’s receipt 
or 

® acopy of an order from the Commission exempting 
the corporation from the requirements of The 
Securities Act 
or 

® a written opinion from the corporation’s solicitor 
confirming that the corporation was not subject to 
the requirements of The Securities Act. 


A Small Business Development Corporation’s equity capital 
must be between $100,000 and $5 million. However, a 
corporation may be registered with as little as $25,000 if it is 
prepared to increase its equity capital to the minimum 
operating limit of $100,000 within one year. 


Once initial requirements are met, your Small Business 
Development Corporation will be registered promptly anda 
stamped copy of the Application/Proposal will be returned to 
you, together with a Certificate of Registration. 


Prior to registration as an SBDC, staff of the Ministry of 
Revenue will visit the Small Business Development Corpora- 
tion to assist the corporation in ensuring that its records and 
procedures are suitable for the purposes of the Act and that 
the officers and directors of the corporation fully understand 
the obligations of an SBDC. After registration as an SBDC, 
the corporation may be audited by the Ministry. 


HOW TO MAINTAIN A SMALL BUSINESS 
DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION 


There are specific requirements which the Small Business 
Development Corporation must meet on an ongoing basis. 
These requirements are summarized on the following pages. 


1) Equity Capital and Shares 


The Small Business Development Corporation must invest 
40% of its equity capital in eligible small businesses by the 
end of the first year following registration and 70% by the end 
of the second year. Thereafter, it must maintain at least 70% 
of its equity capital in eligible small businesses. These 
investments must be through the purchase of new equity 
shares which carry voting rights. 


All other assets of a Small Business Development Corpora- 
tion must be held in liquid reserves such as bank or trust 
company deposits, in debt obligations of any small business 
that is an eligible investment, or in equity shares of 
investments that were eligible when the Corporation acquired 
them. 


A Small Business Development Corporation and its affiliated 
corporations cannot own or control more than 49% of the 
equity shares of any eligible small business in which the 
Corporation invests. The 49% figure must include all equity 
shares in the eligible small business beneficially owned or 
held by an associate or affiliated corporation of the Small 
Business Development Corporation, a shareholder or an 
associate or affiliated corporation of a shareholder in the 
Small Business Development Corporation, as well as con- 
vertible debt obligations, and options and rights to purchase 
equity shares. 


Two or more unrelated SBDCs cannot together hold more 
than 60% of the equity shares of any one small business. 


The limit on the percentage of equity shares in an eligible 
small business held by the Small Business Development 
Corporation is intended to ensure that the long term control 
of the small business remains with the origina! shareholders. 


2) Setting Up a Trust Fund 


A Small Business Development Corporation must set aside 
30% of its equity capital (before deduction of underwriting or 
other costs) which is held jointly in trust for the corporation 
and the Crown. Enquiries regarding the establishment of 
such a trust fund should be directed to your financial 
institution. The manner, however, in which these trust funds 
are set up, is subject to the approval of the Ministry of 
Revenue. 

As soon as the Small Business Development Corporation 


invests in an eligible small business, 3/7 of the investment 
may be withdrawn from the trust fund by the corporation 


with written authorization from the Minister of Revenue. 
When the Small Business Development Corporation’s in- 
vestment quota (70%) is reached, the trust fund will be 
depleted. In the interim, the Small Business Development 
Corporation receives any interest earned from the trust fund 
subject to the qualifications on page 11. 


3) Arm’s Length 


The relationship between a Small Business Development 
Corporation, its investors and the small business in which 
investment is made, must be at arm’s length. 


For investors under this program, this means that their 
relationship with an eligible small business must not include: 


e immediate relatives 

® relatives sharing their residence 

® pariners 

® companies in which the investor holds more than 
10% of equity shares 

trusts or estates in which the investor stands to 
benefit or serves as a trustee. 


An eligible small business cannot be a subsidiary or an 
affiliated corporation of the investing Small Business 
Development Corporation. Shares in an eligible small 
business cannot be held by any of the following: 


° a major shareholder of the Small Business Develop- 
ment Corporation, that is, a person who holds 10% or 
more of the voting rights attached to the equity 
shares, or any affiliates or associates of the major 
shareholder 

e an officer or director of the Small Business Develop- 
ment Corporation or of a major shareholder or their 
associates 

@ a voting trust where the trust relates to the shares of 
the Small Business Development Corporation. 


The Small Business Development Corporation’s investment 
cannot be used by the small business to buy goods or 
services from any shareholder of the Small Business 
Development Corporation or from any associates or affili- 
ates of the shareholder, unless each shareholder holds 10% 
or less of the voting rights. 


4) Non-Resident Ownership 


Non-residents cannot own or control more than 25% of the 
equity shares of an eligible small business, but one non- 
resident and any associates are limited to 10% of equity 
shares in an eligible small business. 


9) Keeping the Government Informed 


A Small Business Development Corporation must file annual 
information returns within 90 days of the anniversary of its 
registration with the Ministry of Revenue. Within six months 
of the date of its fiscal year end, the Corporation must file 
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audited financial statements and an independent auditor’s 
report with the Ministry. 


The Corporation must notify the Ontario Ministry of Revenue 
within 30 days of a material change in any of its eligible 
investments. (See Subsequent Ineligibility — page 9) 


Notification must be given three weeks in advance of any 
action involving: 


e the payment of dividends 

e the purchase, surrender, redemption or conversion 
of equity shares 

e the disposition or sale of any eligible investments 

e the winding up or dissolution of the Corporation. 


TAXATION AND SMALL BUSINESS 
DEVELOPMENT CORPORATIONS 


A Small Business Development Corporation is exempt from 
Ontario capital tax but must file annual corporations tax 
returns in the usual manner and pay Ontario Corporations 
Income Tax. 


The 30% grant or credit will not be directly subject to income 
tax. The Federal Government has indicated an intention to 
introduce amendments to The Income Tax Act affecting 
Provincial Venture Capital Corporations. These amend- 
ments, when passed, are expected to be applicable to Small 
Business Development Corporations. 


It is proposed that for capital gains tax purposes, any 
incentive received will only be taken into account if the 
investment in the SBDC is sold for a loss. For example, if an 
investor purchased a share of an SBDC for $10 and sold the 
share for $6, the incentive would be taken into account to 
limit the capital loss to $1, that is, the $4 loss is reduced by the 
30% or $3 grant to $1. However, if the same share was sold for 
$11, a capital gain of $1 would result. 


In addition, the Federal Government proposes to exempt 
provincial venture capital corporations from the refundable 
dividend tax normally required under part IV of the Income 
Tax Act. Furthermore, an investment by a provincial venture 
Capital corporation would not affect the ability of a small 
business to claim the small business deduction. 


For more details on these proposed amendments, it is 
suggested that you contact Revenue Canada Taxation. 


Dividends paid by a Small Business Development Corpora- 
tion are treated in the same way as dividends from any other 
taxable Canadian corporation. 


SMALL BUSINESSES ELIGIBLE FOR INVESTMENT 
Basic Requirements 


Your business may be eligible for investment capital from a 
Small Business Development Corporation if it meets the 
general guidelines outlined below. An eligible smali busi- 
ness must: 


@ be a Canadian controlled corporation 

@ have no more than 100 full-time employees 

® pay 75% of salaries and wages in respect of 
operations in Ontario 

e operate at arm’s length of the investing Small 
Business Development Corporation 

@ be primarily involved in manufacturing and proces- 
sing, tourist activities, book publishing and research 
and development activities. 


Regulations made under the Act define the activities of an 
eligible small business. The following is a brief description of 
the activities: 


Manufacturing and processing businesses are those 
that produce marketable goods for sale or lease from 
raw, unfinished or prepared goods or materials. Activi- 
ties which are not eligible for the SBDC program are 
construction activities, farming, fishing, motion picture, 
film or video production and oil or gas well operation or 
production. 


Tourist activities are business activities that involve the 
operation and management of a hotel, motel, resort, or 
other similar establishment offering overnight accom- 
modation and facilities incidental and ancillary thereto. 
These facilities must be owned by the same person in 
conjunction with the provision of overnight accom- 
modation. 


Publishing of books, manufactured and printed in 
Canada. For the purposes of the SBDC program, a book 
means a bound, non-periodical publication, containing 
no advertising, published solely for educational, techni- 
cal, cultural or literary purposes. The content of the 
book must be written predominantly by Canadian 
authors, that is, writers who are Canadian citizens or 
who have been lawfully admitted to Canada for 
permanent residence. 


Research and development includes scientific research, 
as defined under section 2900 of the regulations made 
under the Income Tax Act (Canada) and carried on 
directly in Canada. Scientific research includes both 
basic and applied research. In addition, scientific 
research includes development, namely, use of the 
results of basic or applied research for the purposes of 
creating new, or improving existing materials, devices, 
products or processes. 


A small business is considered to be primarily engaged in a 
certain activity if, at the time of Small Business Development 
Corporation investment, more than 50% of its combined 
assets and labour are being used for that activity. If the small 
business is new, it is considered to be primarily engaged ina 
certain activity if these requirements are met within six 
months of investment by the SBDC. 
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SBDCs can no longer invest in small businesses involved in 
mineral exploration and development. Investments already 
made or committed by April 23, 1980, however, will continue 
to be eligible. A separate incentive program has been 
developed for mineral exploration. 


For information concerning the Ontario Mineral Exploration 
Program, write OMEP, Ministry of Natural Resources, 
Parliament Buildings, Queen’s Park, Toronto, Ontario. 


Uses of Invested Capital 


In keeping with the intention of the Act, invested capital may 
be used by eligible small businesses for: 


® expanding — improving or enlarging current facilities 

e launching new enterprises — developing new ideas 
and inventions 

e attaining financial stability — paying off debts. 


A proposed investment must improve the present or 
prospective financial or employment situation for a small 
business, as well as, meet the technical requirements of the 
Act. If investors provide the Ministry of Revenue, as early as 
possible, with a copy of any shareholders’ agreements and a 
financial schematic diagram of the proposed investments, 
firm rulings on the eligibility of the investments can be 
provided quickly. Generally, for an investment to be 
considered eligible, the small business must have the 
intention to engage ina prescribed activity at the time of the 
SBDC investment and the majority shareholders must have 
more than a nominal interest in the company. 


Investments by a Small Business Development Corporation 
cannot be used by an eligible small business for: 


@ relending 

@ obtaining land except land which is incidental and 
ancillary to the principal operation of the small 
business 

@ reinvestment outside Canada. 


Subsequent Ineligibility 


With capital provided by a Small Business Development 
Corporation, an eligible small business may thrive, and over 
a period of time no longer meet the definition stated in the 
Act. 


For example, a small business must have less than 100 
employees on the date of investment of the SBDC. However, 
the investment capital may result in the expansion of the 
business to the point where more employees must be hired 
and the business exceeds the 100 full-time employee 
limitation for the small business. When this occurs then as 
long as the number of employees does not exceed 199, the 
small business will continue to be considered eligible. If the 
number of employees is 200 or more, however, the invest- 
ment will become ineligible. 


The SBDC must notify the Ministry of Revenue within 30 
days of such a change. The SBDC will then have five years 
from the date that the employee limit was exceeded to either 
dispose of the investment or maintain it outside the 70% of 
equity which must be devoted to eligible investments. 


A Small Business Development Corporation which holds 
stock in a small business which as a result of changes in 
operation can no longer meet the basic requirements (other 
than the number of employees requirement which is 
discussed above) must, within two years of the business 
becoming ineligible, either dispose of the investment or hold 
the shares as part of the assets not devoted to eligible 
investments. 


If the Small Business Development Corporation decides to 
dispose of the investment, the shares must be first offered to 
all other shareholders of the small business, except share- 
holders which are Small Business Development Corpora- 
tions. If the first offer is refused, the corporation may offer 
shares to other investors but only on the same conditions 
and terms as offered to the small business shareholders. 


DEREGISTRATION 


As long as the Corporation continues to meet the require- 
ments of the Act, registration will be maintained. However, if 
in the Minister’s opinion, the Corporation, its officers, 
directors or shareholders are conducting their affairs 
contrary to the spirit and intent of The Small Business 
Development Corporations Act, 1979, the Minister may 
revoke the registration of the Small Business Development 
Corporation or refuse to pay a grant or tax credit. 


Appeal Procedure 


An individual or corporation objecting to a Ministerial 
Gecision may appeal the decision. A notice of objection form 
is available from the Ministry of Revenue. 


The Minister will evaluate the objection and give notification 
of his decision. There is no further appeal unless the dispute 
involves an interpretation of The Small Business Develop- 
ment Corporations Act or a separate legal issue, in which 
case the Supreme Court may be called upon to determine the 
issue. 


Return of Grants/Tax Credits 


If a Small Business Development Corporation is wound up, 
deregistered or if it repurchases its shares, the Ontario 
Government is authorized to recover the investment incen- 
tives from the Corporation and not from the investor. 


If registration is revoked or a Small Business Development 
Corporation proposes to wind up, it must pay the Ministry of 
Revenue an amount equal to the lesser of: 
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@ 30% of the value of its current shareholders’ equity 
or 

e the total of grants and tax credits received by the 
shareholders. 


If it repurchases its shares, the Small Business Development 
Corporation must pay the Ministry an amount equal to the 
lesser of: 


@ 30% of the amount for which the shares were 
Originally issued 
or 

e 30% of the amount for which the shares are 
purchased. 


Where a Small Business Development Corporation dissolves 
or is deregistered for failure to make the required percentage 
-of eligible investments, interest on the money remaining in 
the trust fund required to be maintained under the Act, will be 
payable to the Minister. 


Subsequent purchasers of Small Business Development 
Corporation shares are not entitled to a grant or tax credit. 
Because of this and the possibility of the reduction in the 
value of the shares if these recovery provisions are effected, 
each share certificate must state the following: 


“The value of the shares represented by this share 
certificate may be significantly affected by recapture 
provisions under The Small Business Development 
Corporations Act, 1979.” 


Suspension of the Program 


In the event that funds provided by the Province of Ontario 
for grants and tax credits are entirely used up, the program 
may be suspended. Provision will be made, however, for 
transactions in process at the time of Suspension.

For 
example the Ministry will provide current information on all 
registered SBDCs to the Ministry field office, so field 
consultants can match client equity capital requirements 
with available sources of SBDC financing. These offices 
provide initial and continuing contact for small business 
assistance.
